However, since the formation of the SCEP, rank and file CP 
members have not been encouraged to work in the SCEP. The 
soiirce stated that the SCEP is a. progressive, liberal organization, 
which he considers a CP front organization because it has gone 
along with the CP on certain issues, particularly on the racial 
question, and through the years, certain CP members in the New 
Orleans area have been assigned tc work in the org^ization 
to fixcther CP principles. 

On May 18, 1960, the source advised that in the 
past, he has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKE, the Executive Director 
of the SCEP, to be a communist, if not an actual CP member, be- 
cause he followed communist principles.
